TORONTO.—Dr. C. G. Rossby, pro¬ 
fessor of meteorology at the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago, told the Royal Can¬ 
adian Institute here that Russia is 
sending a group of experts to Can¬ 
ada and the United States to confer 
with meteorologists of the two coun¬ 
tries, while a group from the U.S. 
is going to Russia. 

He said that as far as meteorology 
was concerned, Russia co-operated 
“cordially and completely” in the ex¬ 
change of weather information. 

Canada has six weather stations in 
500,000 square miles and should have 
15 more, he said. Despite “certain 
districts of Russia” the fact remain¬ 
ed that Russia sends more weather 
information to Canada than the Do¬ 
minion’s weathermen send to Russia. 

Since weather recognizes no bor¬ 
ders, Dr. Rossby said he hopes that

LUANSHIEN, China.— This town; 
in southern Hopei Province ,has felt 
earthquake tremors every 10 days 
since September, 1945, when a 30- 
minute quake damaged 75 per cent, 
of the homes and buildings, but the 
people can't get the government of¬ 
ficials at Nanking to believe it. 

Even the Communists, who were 
attacking the city during the Sep¬ 
tember quake didn’t believe it was 
an earth tremor. They thought that 
somehow the Chinese Nationalist j 
forces had obtained an atomic bomb.! 
In a sudden plea for unity they l 
shouted: “Don’t, don’t.. We are all 
Chinese.” 

There was no count of quake cas-j 
ualties at first because fighting be¬ 
tween the two forces resumed next 
morning. Later, during a truce, in¬ 
vestigation revealed that there were 
342,420 victims, including killed! in¬ 
jured, and people whose houses or 
other property was damaged by the 
quake. A total of 466,175 rooms were 
wrecked. 

Yet, when Nanking officials first 
were approached for a relief appro¬ 
priation to help rebuild the area, 
they denied any knowledge of thc- 
disaster. Delegates from Luanshien 
asked the government for at least 
$2,000,000,000. Finance Minister T. V. 
Soong finally countered with an offer 
of $500,000,000 which the delegates 
refused to accept because they con¬ 
sidered it an insult to the people of 
Hopei. 

The province itself scraped up 
2,000,Q00 Chinese Nationalist dollars 
toward the estimated $69,184,000 
CN that it will cost at present price 
level to rebuild the homes. United 
China Relief has given another $10,- 


000,000. Both UNRRA and CNRRA 
have contributed medical*-- supplies 
and other relief, 

The quake covered an area 50 
miles north and south, 20 miles east 
and west of Luanshien. A third of 
the population of 1,500,006 was di¬ 
rectly affected. Most of those made 
homeless have moved in with already 
overcrowded relatives or are living in 
mud huts or dugouts. A few have 
been able to effect enough temporary 
repairs to their damaged homes to 
make them livable. 

The Kailan coal mines were partly 
wrecked by the shock. 

It was not the first time that 
Luanshien has been the centre of an 
earthquake area. The last time was 
100 years ago, during the reign oT 
the Manchu Emperor, Tung Chih.

tion to receive such immigrant and I 
establish him on a farm. 

3. A farm laborer entering Canada 
to engage in assured farm employ- j 

4. A person experienced in mining, 
lumbering or logging entering Can¬ 
ada to engage in assured employ¬ 
ment in any one of such industries. 

Mr. Glen also announced amend¬ 
ment to the regulations to allow the 
admission of orphaned nephews and

OUR UNEMPLOYMENT 
INSURANCE FUND UP 

OTTAWA—Though payments from' 
Canada’s unemployment insurance: 
fund went over the $50,000,000 mark’ 
last year, the fund swelled by a net , 
$41,000,000, the unemployment insur¬ 
ance commission announced. 

Balance in the fund at the ehd of; 
1946 was $357,222,000. The climb was ! 
achieved despite the fact that 1946! 
disbursements of $51,000,000 were I 
more than 3K times the next-highest! 
annual total of $14,500,000 paid out ! 
in 1945. 

The heavy rise in benefit payments,! 
however, resulted in a smaller net 
increase in the fund than was the! 
case in. 1945. 

Employer - employee contributions, 
amounted to $64,995,000, compared 
with $60,938,000 the year ' previous. 
Regular government contributions 
moved up from $12,417,000 to $14,- 
187,000. 

In addition, two special contribu¬ 
tions by the federal government ag¬ 
gregated $5,490,000. One, for $5,067,- 
000, was to cover time spent in the 
armed forces allowed to veterans free 
of charge under unemployment in¬ 
surance after becoming established 
for 90 days in insurable civilian em¬ 
ployment. The other, $873,000, was 
to provide credits for wartime merch¬ 
ant seamen to qualify for free time 
under the insurance act. 

Interest and profits on investments 
brought the fund $7,2071,000 last year, 
compared 1 with $5,874,000 in 1945.
